They stood up well and had a good, 
stiff growth of fstraw, but would have yielded 
better if 2 or 24 bushels had been sown to the acre 
as they were very thinon the ground. I consider 
them a goodjvariety and will sow 20 acres next 
spring.” 


Alfred Rose’of Penn Yan, says from one ounce 
of seed which he planted in rows 14 inches apart 
and_5 to 7 inches apart in the row, one kernal in 
a place, he raised 157 lbs. From each kernel 
planted there was 15 to 25 heads and many 30 to 
40 heads from one kernel; and many heads 18 to 
22 inches long containing 300 to 350 kernels in 
each head. The product from one kernel was 

‘6 ounces. 


G. W. Hicks, Alexander, N. Y., says of the 
Russian White Oats”: 

‘«They yielded about double, with probsters and 
straw stiff, free from rust, while other eats rusted. 
Would say that they are the handsomest oats 
growing I ever saw.

Special Cultural Directions.

Referring to the letters in the fourth column of the Flower Seed List. 


A. Sow for succession from April to June, for Summer and Autumn blooming. 
Prepare the ground by thoroughly digging, adding a good supply of leaf-mould 
or well-rotted manure, making the surface fine and smooth. Sow thinly, lightly 
covering. 


BB. Sow in gentle heat, in a well-drained pot or pan of light soil. Sow 
thinly and cover lightly with a fine, sandy soil. Shade from bright sunshine, and 
water, when necessary, through a fine rose watering-pot. Transplant to open 
ground,”"when all danger of frost is over. The seed may also be sown in a cold 
frame in April {or open border in the latter part of May, but will; not flower so 
early. Transplant or thin out before the plants get too large. 


€. Sow from April to June, or in August, in a well prepared bed of light 
soil, covering the seed lightly. Keep clear of weeds, and thin out the plants, if 
too thick, sufficiently early to fairly allow them to develop their growth. 


D. Sow in Spring in a well-drained pot or well-prepared hot-bed, of light, 
peaty, sandy soil. Place ina moderately warm temperature, shade from bright 
sunshine and keep moist, transplanting when ground is in proper condition, or in 
open ground, after May 10th, for late flowers. 


E. Sow in open border in April or May, and thin out or transplant, giving 
each plant plenty of room. 


IF. Sow any season, in a pot prepared as follows: let the pot be one-third 
full of drainage or broken charcoal; over that rough siftings of mould and the 
surface with very fine soil, half of which should be composed of fine sharp sand; 
water with a fine sprinkler; scatter the seed thickly over the surface, covering 
very lightly ; keep from the direct rays of the sun. As soon as the plants show 
the third leaf, transplant into seed-pans, three-fourths of an inch apart, giving a 
little air to strengthen them. Whenthe plants begin to touch each other, they 
should be transplanted singly into small pots and keep them in a cool, airy part 
of the greenhouse, near the glass. Re-pot when necessary.
